El Al standstill, Pessah and the rabbi

This year's Pessah created an op- 
portunity, through its coincidental 
link with another event, for an un- 
usually leisured ritual cleansing. 

While the ἘΠῚ Al fleet was grounded 
at Ben-Gurion airport, the alrport's 
chaplain, Rabbi Yoel Sufasa, seized 
the chance of “kashering" the air- 
craft galleys, so that when flights 
resumed at 6.80 this morning, the 
idtchems were kosher for Pessah. 

And a thorough Pessah cleaning of 
70 bakeries and flour mills — at least 
of the 76 transformers which power 
them — is now under way by the 
Electric Corporation. 

“This is the only time of the year 
that we can brush away the flour and 
thoroughly examine the 
transformers: during the rest of the 
year they are in use, but during 
Pessah they are closed down, since 
the bakerfes are not working," the 
corporation spokesman said. 

Most of the mills and bakeries are 
in Tel Aviv, Haifa and Galilee. 

In Kiryat Shmona, an inter- 
national flower exhibition opens on 
‘Wednesday, thus linking Pessah 
with the 80th independence anniver- 
sary celebrations, of which it forma 
part. The exhibition is Kiryat 
Shmona's first international event. 
Ten countries, led by Holland, will 
exhibit, and 42,000 flowers, drawn 
from 160 species, will be shown. The 


event wil} be run by Israeli hor- 

ticulturist Moshe Nahon, a former 

Kiryat Shmona resident. 
Meanwhile, in the south, roads and 


beaches are reported crowded, as 


Pessah holiday-makers flock to the 

shores of the Gulf of Eilat.

Signs of the Jews in Sao Paulo 


THE BRAZILIAN city of Seo Paulo 
has streets named for the State of 
Israel and the Habad movement, 
and public squares called 
“Hanukka" and “Candles.” A Jew 
wearing a kippa can walk through 
the centre of town without feeling 
self-conscious or concerned about 
his welfare. 

Sephardi Chief Rabbi Ovadia 
Yosef recounts these facts to il- 
lustrate the well-being of Brazii'a 
Jewish community, which he visited 
for 12 days earlier this month. In 
fact, the 170,000 Jews in the country 
feel so comfortable that it is difficult 
for Jewish Agency emissaries to 
coax more than a few to come on 
aliya, he added. 

Everywhere he went during his 
trip, he spoke directly about the need 
for aliya and was received with 
cheers. ‘It remains to be seen," he 
told The Jerusalem Post somewhat

‘Rise in foreign 
investment

Foreign investment rose by $15m. 
Jast year and reached $120m., the 
manager of the Investment Authori- 
ty, Rafi Benvenisti, told the press 
yesterday. The increase came 
almost exclusively from American 
and South African investors. Total 
investments were still far below the 
peak of 1978, when about $282m. was 
invested. 

Most of the investments were in 
small planta of 30-40 workers, which 
produce for export.

TEL AVIV. — An “Israel Drug 
Index," listing with full jars 
the effect and side-effect, and 


.dosage, of 811 pharmaceuticals 


manufactured here, {fa 
prepered by Shirol Publications, of 
Herzliya. The index, which is spon- 
sored by the Export Institute and the 
pharmeceutics section of the 
ufacturers Association, will be 
distributed to 7,000 physicians here 
as well as to 5,000 drug importers 
abroad. 

“The idea is to give foreign buyers 
a comprehensive view of what Israel 
has to offer in the Held of drugs," 
says Shirley Shamos, who lent the 
first four letters of her name ‘Shir’? 
‘to form the name of the publishers. 
‘The rest of the name comes from her 
partner, Olga (‘‘Ol'") Bergman. Both 
are former South Africans, who 
came here, with their husbands, to 
settle early in the 1970s. 

The index will be published an- 


nually. 
The two families got into the drug 
_Publishing business in 1972, when 
Stanley Bergman, a pharmacist, 
noted that there was no comprehen- 
sive list of all the drugs, both locally 
made By about a dozen firma, and 
imported ones, available for Israeli 
hysicians. '

So Bergman, who runs a phar- 
macy, sat down and drew up the lat, 
which took him a year to do. His 
partner, Yitzhak Shamos, took on 
the administrative and financial 
work, and the two wives went out 
hunting for ads from the phar- 
maceutical companies to pay for 
publication. 

Thus “‘Medic,"" which has been 
published every two months, waa 
born. Today it lists 1,500 drugs, about 
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half of them made locally, and the 

other half imported. Each drug is 

followed by a brief discription. 
Each new drug. however, is 


. described in length (about 20 new 


ones are included fn each issue}; 


moreover, drugs which have been ἢ 
discontinued are also Listed. The | 


drugs are listed not only under their 
proprietary name, but also under 
their generic name, for easy cross 
reference. They are also divided into 
16 main categories, such as alimen- 
tary system, cardio-vascular 
system, endocrines, etc. 

Some 5,000 copies are printed each 
time and distributed (free) to all 
family doctors plus those working in 
internal medicine. Specialists in 
other fields get a copy (also free) 
from time to time, since they 
generally restrict their prescriptions 
to 8 smaller number of drugs. 

Both of the above publications are 
in English. 

A third publication, in Hebrew, 
which is fairly new, is a best-seller — 
although it is given away free. It is 
called “Mother and Child," and is 
distributed to all expectant mothers 
by the Health Ministry and Kupat 
Holim. In a small format, its 64 
pages (of which about one third are 
ads) tell the mother “eve: she 
wanted to know about having a baby 
— but was too ashamed to ask.” 

The first issue, which came out 
half a year ago, was printed in 8,000 
‘copies, but requests for 30,000 more 
were received. 

Although the second issue was also: 
only of 8,000 copies, the third issue, 
about to appear, will have a run of 
20,000. (There are about 70,000

Diamond surcharge continues 


TEL AVIV. — The Central Selling 
Organization, the diamond 
marketing arm of the De Beers Con- 
solidated Mines Company, has ad- 
vised its customers that until further 
notice a surcharge will be imposed 
on sales. 

The move was taken as a result of 
the continuous speculation in dia- 
mond roughs. At last month's sale 
the CSO Imposed a 40 per cent sur- 
charge. The new surcharge rate will 
‘be established before the next sale, 
which is scheduled for May 2. 

‘The news is of consequence for the 
Israeli diamond industry, which'im- 
ports close to half of its rough needs 
from the CSO. 

De Beers board chairman Harry 
Cppenheimer stated in the com- 
pany's annual report that ‘in so far 
as diamonds may not be taken up by 
customers on account of this sur- 


charge, it should result in a reduc- 
tlon in the stocks held in the cutting. 
centres and so help to make the 
trading situation sounder," 

Local diamond industry sources 
have indicated that current rough 
supplies are at a five months level, 
more than twice the amount usually 
on hand. However, the same sources 
deny that any attempts are being 
made to corner the market. They 
point out that the high prices paid for 
rough diamonds are a major in- 
dustry problem. Israeli producers 
have been forced to turn to Europe 
for the supply of roughs and have 
been forced to pay as much as 70 per 
cent over the CSO salea price. 

In spite of the unsettled at- 


,Mosphere about the future price of 


diamond roughs the demand for 
polished diamonds appears to be 
firm. 


Hapoalim subsidiaries give IL1b. in loans 


TEL AVIV. — The three mortgage 
banks of Bank Hapoalim granted 
loans of more than one billion pounds 
in 1977, it was announced yesterday. 
The overwhelming majority of this 
sum went to 11,000 persons who 
bought new flats.

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The confidence of dissent 


DISSENT of the kind posed by the Peace Now movement has 
never been accepted easily by governments in Israel. Standing 
outside the party system, such impromptu political pressure 
groups loom as a threat precisely because the extent of their 
public support cannot be easily measured and their sincerity of 
purpose appears untainted by calculations of partisan interest. 

It ts for this reason that incumbent governments, comfortable 
only with the domesticated dissent of opposition parties, prefer 
to ignore such movements or to find ways of branding them with 
concealed party affiliations. 

In the case of the Peace Now movement, government 
spokesmen and supporters have gone a step further — they have 
criticized the group for exploiting their reserve military status, 
and more important, for dramatizing dissent at a time when 
Israel should display a united front. 

Similar accusations have now been directed against a group 
of dis ed American Jews — writers, scholars, rabbis, 
who have publicly voiced their support for the Peace Now move- 
ment. 

They too are being charged with weakening Israel's politica) 
posture in Washington by exposing division in the American 
Jewish community. This, it is claimed, could encourage the 
Carter Administration to bring further pressure to bear upon 
Israel to amend its political positions. 

Fear of showing division and dissent to a hostile Gentile world 
is deeply etched into Jewish history. What was perhaps accep- 
table for unobtrusive internal debate. was considered 
dangerous and illegitimate if displayed to general view. But 
since wise decision-making is rarely served by the suppression 
of difference and varied opinion, this anxiety about exposure 
stifled Jewish communal life. 

Certainly one of the hallmarks of Jewish sovereignty has been 
and must be renunciation of this anxiety and adherence to the 
values of free and open debate. For they alone are the conditions 
of truth and wisdom. To fear them is to compromise the very 
meaning of Jewish statehood. Thus, the Peace Now movement, 
despite the criticism, is anchored in our statehood. 

American Jews, as characteristic of the condition of the 
Diaspora, have never felt able, in Jewish matters to voice their 
doubts and views with comparable lberty of public expression. 

That now a group of such responsible American Jewish per- 
sonalities has broken through the constraint of public unity 
testifies to the depth of their concern. It also reflects, however, 
the confidence in Israel's capacity to accept their public 
divergence, which Israel's very existence has given them. 

If, as is so often claimed, Israel and Diaspora Jewry are link- 
ed in a common destiny, there can be no denying the right of 
such Diaspora criticism of Israeli policy. For if we ask their 
support and fidelity, we must admit, and even seek out, their 
opinion. 

And while decision-making about Israel's policy must reside 
only in the institutions of state, Israel will be the stronger for 
embracing an American Jewry whose anxiety about displays of 
difference is transcended by the confidence and cohesion that 
comes from open debate. 


Five-day work week 


INITIAL RESISTANCE to new ideas is probably universal, but 
in Israel it is apparently even greater than elsewhere. The 
proposal for the introduction of a five-day work-week, which 
was raised by the NRP somewhat less than a year ago, has now 
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been revived by Absorption Minister David Levy — and has met. . 


with a mini-storm of protest. 

Israel, it is said, cannot afford to reduce its work effort — 
although no one has proposed a reduction in the weekly hours of 
work, only a different allocation. Critics argue that 45 hours a 
week would . soon become 42 and 40, and productivity would go 
down, instead of up. It. would also be difficult to organize shift 
work, the critics say, although most of the industrialized coun- 
tries manage to cope with this problem and have e much higher 
level of output per worker than we do. 

To cap the arguments, there fs concern about what workers 
would do with their leisure time — although no one dares ask 
that question about anyone else. 

But all these arguments are unfounded. There is no reason 
why a work-week of 45 hours in five days should result in lower 
productivity than a work week of 47 hours for six days. On the 
contrary, if it will give the workers, legitimately and above 
board, the time tc take care of their personal affairs — an oc- 
cupation that in Israel often absorbs much time and effort — it 
may reduce absenteeism. A workday of 9 hours may also reduce 
daily moonlighting, and concentrate extra jobs clearly in the ex- 
tra day off, for those who want more income instead of more 
leisure. 

if a five-day week can reduce some of the pressures to which 
Israelis are subject, more than any other people, then it is well 
worth adopting it for that reason alone. It might even ease the 
labour disputes which we must still expect, despite the recent 
accord between the Finance Minister and the Histadrut 
Secretary-General. By introducing a new element of flexibility 
it could, in certain respects, become ἃ substitute for wage in- 
creases and, in others, help to reorganize work procedures that 
have become ossified. 

But above all, the trend of Israel's future industrial develop- 
ment must be in the direction of the more sophisticated in- 
dustries. These have for long contained a high proportion of 
enterprises that have adopted a five-day week without waiting 
for government guidance or union pressure. They have found 
themselves rewarded for their initiative. If more workers are to 
be attracted to the industries that can prosper with a five-day 
week, that is a good reason for adopting Minister Levy's

He 
valued the opinions of his associates, 
He was Independent in his stand on 
fundamental policy. ‘And for that he 
paid'' — when Ben-Gurion forced 
him to resign in 1956. 


Rafael's retirement at the end of 
last month brought to an end three 
decades of Foreign Ministry service

DID DETENTE start dying when 
Richard Nixon resigned? (Surely 
you remember him — the man who 
looked as crooked as Jason Robards, 
without even being an actor.) 

It’s a bizarre thought, but look at 
the evidence. It was Nixon, in his in- 
auguration speech in January 1969, 
who promised ‘‘an era of 
negotiations with the Soviets, and an 
end to the era of confrontation.”” And 
Nixon's years in elected office, from 
1969 to 1974, were certainly the high 
summer of detente. 

It was under Nixon and Secretary 
of State Kissinger that all the main 
diplomatic ornaments of the policy 
of detente were negotiated: the 
Strategic Arms Limitation Treaty 
(SALT), the Nuclear Non- 
Proliferation Treaty, the American- 
Soviet trade agreement (ultimately 
killed by the Jackson amendment), 
and the Helsinki treaty on Security 
and Cooperation in Europe. 

The last of those, to be sure, was 
not signed until 1975, but it was Nix- 
on's baby. So was the Four-Power 
Agreement on Berlin, which defused 
that perennial flash-point of East- 
West relations, Nixon also stood as 
godfather to Chancellor Brandt's 
own policy of inter-German detente 
which made it possible. 


IT WAS, of course, Nixon who finally

Sir, — This year, the Anniversary 
of the Armenian Massacre coincides 
with Holocaust Day. 
In 1915, Talaat Pasha, the Interior 
Minister of the Ottoman Empire, 
boasted: 
Δ will massacre ail the 
Armenians. I will spare a single 
Armenian only, and he will be put in 
the museum." It was a boisterous 
promise which almost came true. 
But Talaat Pasha was not destined to 
see the realization of this dream, or 
of any of his dreams. Turkey, under 
his leadership and that of Enver and 
Jemal, entered World War I on the 
side of Germany and lost. The three 
could not keep the leadership of a 
defeated country and escaped to 
Germany when Mustapha Kemal’s 
nationalist movement took over 
Turkey. The majority of the 
Armenians were massacred, but the 
Atmenian people survived the firat 
genocide of the twentieth century. 
Talaat, the author of the promise, 
met his fate while walking from his 
home to a cigarette kiosk in Berlin. 
4An Armenian youth of 20 walked up 
to him on March 15, 1921 and shot 
him dead. 
The crime for which Talaat paid 
for with his life was termed a “crime 
against humanity,” which involved 
the planning and execution of the 
genocide of the Armenian nation in 
its own homeland. 

The Armenians had been living un- 
der Ottoman rule for six centuries 
when, at the end of the 18th century, 
during the rule of Sultan Hamid H, 
Armenian nationalism caused undue 
alarm in Ottoman circles. Hamid’s 
policy was to “punish” the Erment 
Millet with massgcres. As a result, 
hundreds of thousands of innocent 
Armenians were massacred in 1895- 
96, in 1904 and 1909. 

After the fall of Sultan Abdul 
Hamid ΤΊ, engineered by the Young 
Turk movement, a false sense of 
brotherhood prevailed between the 
different peoples making up the Ot- 
toman Empire. Everyone became a 
full-fledged Ottoman citizen. 
the Armenian political leadership 
advised the government against 
entering World War I, the

U.S., of a grand counter-strategy to 
frustrate the Soviet 


possible pressures exerted against 
her from Soviet positions in the Red 
Sea and Africa, Rafael says. Saudi 
Arabia's riches are not likely to be 
ignored. Iran knows what she may 
expect trom her northern and 
eastern neighbours if left in political 
solitude. Jordan appreciates that 
when the chips are down, her securi- 
ty is linked to a helpful Israel. And 
how Lebanon has been abused by 
nefarious alien interests does not 
need retelling. 

It is the duty of these states — and 
of Israel — to protect their countries 
against foreign domination. But 
their fate — and Israel's — depends 
upon their capacity to overcome 
deep-seated rancours and face the 
common danger together.

Nixon was the 
man who went to Peking and in- 
augurated U.S.-Chinese detente, en- 
ding two decades of U.S. hysteria 
about China's supposedly expan- 
sionist aims.. 

It was Nixon and Kissinger who 
started the peace moves in the Mid- 
dle East after 1973, and drew the 
Russians into them via the Geneva 
Conference. 

Before Nixon came into office, the 
gradual thaw in U.S.-Soviet relations 
after the Cuban crisis had little in- 
stitutional basis: a Washington- 
Moscow “‘hot-line," and a few minor 
treaties banning nuclear weapons 
from outer space, the seabed and An- 
tarctica. And since Nixon has left, 
with the single exception of the 
Helsinki Treaty of 1975, not a single 
stone has béen added to the 
diplomatic edifice of detente. 

Nixon's SALT agreement lapsed in 
October last year, and no new treaty 
on strategic arms limits is to be ex- 
pected before 1979. The talks on

THE ARMENIAN MASSACRE 


Parallel with the military 
preparations, the Central Com- 
Mittee of the Young Turk govern- 
ment secretly undertook the plan- 
ning of the massacre of the in- 
digenous Armenian population then 
Hving inside the Ottoman Empire. 
Coded telegrams, signed by ‘‘Talaat, 
Minister of the Interior,"" were sent 
to all governors, police stations and 
military commanders, and advised 
them to undertake a massive depor- 
tation of all Armenians towards the 
Syrian desert and to massacre them 
route. Not a single Armenian was 
to be spared. 

The signal for the massacre was 
given by Talaat himself. In the night 
of April 23/24, 1015, the clerical, 
political and intellectual leadership 
of the Armenian Community was 
rounded up in Constantinople and 
sent to Anatolia, where all were. 
massacred. A special treatment was 


reserved for the clergy: they were 


tortured and killed in a more cruel 
manner than the rest of the people. 

Thus village after village, city 
after city, was emptied of Armenian 
residents, who formed caravans and 
dragged themselves towards the 
south. On the way, bands of Turkish 
soldiers, Kurdish cavalry, Turkish 
villagers and criminals, liberated 
from jail for this occasion, 
fell upon the caravans, made 
mostly of women, children and old 
people, looted them and then 
Massacred them. The 300,000 Arme- 
nian soldiers were separated from 
the army, formed into work groups 
and shot. 


Self-defence was rare but glorious. _ 


Wherever the Armenians were 
forewarned, they stood their ground 
and defended themselves to the last. 
This hay in Ourfa (Edessa), 
Van, Aintab, Shabin-Karahissar,

Tn less than two years, 1,500,000
